IN THE FACE OF ALL OPPOSITION. 





In presenting this subject to- 
night I do not want to appear 
egotistic. But it is rather my 
intention to exalt Jesus Christ 
and His beautiful and victori- 
Gus church. My soul is all in 
ihe work of God and this world 
has lost its attraction to me ex- 
cept what I can use it to the 
glory of God and the salvation 
of souls. 

There is‘ one thing that al- 
Ways buoys me up when we 
meet tremendous oppositions, 
and that is a remembrance of 
some expressions in the Bible 
which give information about 
the early Church. The Church 
had a beginning and it was a 
brave fight to get it started, but 
it had to go whether it was 
spoken well of or spoken a- 
gainst. 

I was very much amused re- 
cently when a gentleman out- 
side of the Church wrote me 
that he had been opposing me 
and speaking against’ the 
Church of God for several. 
months, probably years. He ask- 
ed me to forgive him, which, of 
course, I did. But what amus- 
ed me so much _was that he 
was using abusive language and 
doing all he could against .us 
and we were going right on not 
even knowing or feeling any ef- 
fect whatever of the opposi- 
tion. 

Surely, of all the religious 
movements that were ever 
started, the Church of God has 
had the stormiest career of 
them all. In Paul’s day the op- 
position was so great that when 
he reached Rome and he called 
a public meeting to tell the 
Jews his experience they were 
glad of the opportunity of hear- 
ing, for, said they, “We* desire 
to hear of thee, what thou 
thinkest for as concerning this 
sect, we know that every where 
it is spoken against.” (Acts 
£k:22.) This is not surprising 
when its founder, Jesus, had 
such strong oppositions all of 
His days on earth: 

But the interesting part of 
these oppositions now and al- 
ways has been, that many of 
the oppositions are unknown to 


the members of those in author- 


ity. While the storm is raging 
in one place the work is going 


on good and flourishing in oth-} 


er places. That great luminary 
in the sky we call the sun, al- 
ways produces light and heat 
whether we see it or not. While 
the storms of winter are raging 
in the north and the vegetation 
sll covered with snow, and- the 
clouds so thick that the sun is 
not seen for days and weeks 
and even months, at the same 
time in the southern clime the 
vegetation is flourishing and 
everything ‘is green and grow- 
ing. - 

When the night is on here it 
is light elsewhere. The sun 
keeps right on in its mission— 
giving light and heat. But no 
one has ever yet been able to 
keep up with it so as to remain 
in the light all the time. Dark- 
ness always overtakes the trav- 
eler as he hurries on his west- 
ward journey. It has. always 
been that way.and, of course, 
will continue indefinitely. How 


foolish one would be to make 
_ his boast that he was never go- 
ing to let the sun get out of 


his sight again! We have nev- 
er Gieard of but one man that 


made the sun wait on him, and 


that was only a few hours. 


Yes, the darkness comes, but 


it does not come everywhere at 
the same: time. So oppositions 


to the Church come, but they 
don’t come eyerywhere at the 
same time. A few days ago I 
1eceived a doleful letter telling 
how the work was going down 
and how its enemies were re- 
joicing over the fall, but this did 
not affect me much because I 
knew of hundreds of places 
where it was flourishing and 
growing and spreading. ‘ 


There is another thing that 
has attracted my attention: 
when the darkness comes we 
always expect the light to come 
again in about ten or twelve 
hours. Then when oppositions 
against the Church come, why 
not expect them to cease soon 
and a reign of peace and pros- 
perity come again? Well, we 
do! How foolish one would be 
to exclaim, This darkness shall 
continue! The sun shall. not 
shine here again! Would the sun 
stop coming this way.just be- 
cause some strong headed man 
seemed bent on defying its ap- 
proach? ‘What attention would 
that great luminary pay to such 
an opposition? Soon the rays 
of light would break over the 
eastérn hills and shine away 
the darkness while the boaster 
stood in his boots and slang out 
his opposing boast in the face of 
the beautiful light. 

Although the Church of God 
is everywhere spoken against it 
still continues to grow. In a 
certain district some’ time ago 
ntense gloom settled down over 
what had once been a ‘prosper- 
ous group of churches. False 
teachers undertook to capture 
the entire membership. Quite 
a number were drawn away by 
the “enticing words” and 
smooth lectures. The night came 
and those who remained as true 
as steel seemed to tuck their 
heads and gave way to.discour- 
agement. They kept close to me 
by correspondence and [ kept 
encouraging them to hold on 
and repeatedly wrote them to 
keep up their courage while the 
night was on for the sun would 
shine over them again in a little 
while. Several months rolled 
by, but at last the beautiful 
summer breezes are floating 0o- 
ver these same churches while 
they are flourishing and grow- 
ing.

I feel sorry forall those who 
have taken such a bitter stand 
against the Church of God, but 
it is working wonders for us 
now.

When the apostles were once 
before the Council to answer a 
charge against them, “A Phari- 
see, named Gamaliel, a doctor 
of the law, had in reputation a- 
mong all the people,” said ““Re- 
frain from these men, and tet 
them alone: for if this counsel 
or this ‘work be of men, it will 
come to nought: but if it be of 
God, ye cannot overthrow it: 
lest haply ye be found even to 
fight against God.” (Acts 5:34, 
38, 39.) 5 

At that time the people that 
heard that Pharisee deliver his 
message, “agreed” with him and 
they let the Apostles go free. 
There are multitudes of people 
today outside .the Church who 
are so sure it is right that they 
would be afraid to say anything 
against it, and much more 
would they be afraid to oppose 
or raise a hand against it- Not 
a few have already seen their 
mistake in trying to oppose the 
Church and are now earnest 
supporters of the Very thing 
they once tried to demolish and 
tear down. 

But while many are now fall- 
ing into this way we still have 
our opposers, but. this is: still 
an éndication that we are on the 
right road. I tell you, God has 
His hand on this greatest of in- 
stitutions:and with all the hard 
speeches against it, it is still 
prospering. I have wondered if 
our opposers really do think 
they can hinder the progress. 
No matter what they think, they 
can no more stop this great 
Church of God movement than 
they can stop the heat and light 
when the sun peeps over the 
eastern hills. The storms may 
arise and beat with their fury 
upon the innocent unresisting 
structure, but vain are the se- 
verest blasts of the gloomiest 
winters. She still shines forth 
her heavenly rays of regenera- 
tion, sanctification, healing and 
the baptism of the Holy Ghost. 
And the fiery love is getting hot- 
ter and hotter. - 

It has been said of a Jew 
that one may be burned out, his 
business destroyed—left with- 
out a cent of money, and he 
disappear as if he were gone 
forever, but after five years you 
take a search for him you may 
look for him in some large city 
with another large stock of 
goods running a prosperous 
business. You can’t hold a Jew 
down. They tried to hold one 
in the earth one time. They 
put Him in and sealed Him up 
and set a watch around His 
tomb, but early one morning, 
out He came, as fresh and pow- 
erful as if He had never been 
killed and His body crammed in- 
to that narrow vault.

ing. This is in harmony with 
the Scriptures. “The Gentiics 


shall come to thy light and kings 
to the brightness of thy _ris- 
ing.” (Isa. 60:3.) We are re- 
ceiving letters almost every day 
telling of some one that has de- 
cided’ to come this way that 
hitherto has been holding him- 
self aloof from us or opposing 
us with all their power. We are 
afraid of some of them like the 
disciples were afraid of Paul 
immediately after he was chang- 
ed, but to most of them we ex- 
tend a hand of glad welcome. 
The Bible is right and the 
Church is moving on in the face 
of all opposition. Years ago 
when the holiness movement 
struck Indiana a certain Meth- 
odist minister in the city of In- 
dianapolis came out with a bold 
message against it and declared 
that God had raised him up to 
oppose it and “put down the rot- 
ten doctrine.” He undertook it 
and iraved”.and. “tore” around 
with all his might with his bit- 
ter denunciations, but the more 
he denounced the holiness lead- 
ers and their unscathed doctrine 
the more holiness « fire. spread. 
In less than six months. that 
man was a ‘corpse. No body 
murdered him; but he died. He 
was taken out of the way, and 
the great holiness movement: 
continued to grow and spread.:. 
It has always been true with 
God’s~ people, the more they 
were opposed in their God ap- 
pointed movements the more 
the work grew and multiplied. 
The early Church grew into 
multitudes in only a few days 
in spite of all the beatings given 
the leaders and the blood that 
was shed. It was said in the 
days of the martyrs that “the 
blood of the saints was the seed 
of the gospel.” Let the opposi- 
tions roll, it means an increase 
in membership. Let it be said 
as of old, “Every where it is 
spoken against.” And it seems 
to be a pleasure to some people 
to speak against the Church of 
God now the same as when it 
was in its infancy. 

Our people are getting en- 
thused beyond measure. They 
seem to hhave taken on new 
zeal, grit and courage, since the 
last Assembly.. They are deter- 
minéd to sow down the country 
with our good literature. They 
are calling for loads of litera- 
ture to carry ‘it out in their au- 
tomobiles to distribute in every 
village, town, hamlet and the 
country over. I never saw such 
holy enthusiasm and determina- 
tion exhibited. It is catching 
to all the members seemingly. 
Praise the Lord for it. Let the 
enthusiasm roll. It is time we 
are waking up, for our Lord will 
be here in a few days. We must 
do what we are going to in a 
hurry. 

We have been praying for 
more workers and God is giving 
them. Several _pentecostal 
preachers have come in quite 
recently. Others are almost 
ready, while still others have 
their applications in. Some who 
have been watching us for 
years are at last convinced that 
this is‘the way. They have 
‘thrown down their critical eye

The American Bible Society 
is 105 years old and has issued

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SOME HISTORICAL PROOFS! 
F. J. Lee ; 


(Continced from last week) 

Those who contend for the 
Saturday Sabbath, also contend 
that the Christian Sabbath is a 
man made institution ordered 
by the ‘Roman Catholics. We 
have already shown much 
Scripture opposing this view, 
now we will bring forth some 
historical statements to stand 
with the Scripture, to more ful- 
ly establisi the fact that the 
Sunday Sabbath is of divine ori- 
gin. We will refer to some state- 
ments found in the British En- 
cyclopedia and Eusebius’ His- 
tory. Eusebius (H. E. 423) 
speaks of a letter preserved of 
Dionysius of Corinth (175 A. 
D.) to Soter, bishop of Rome, 
in which he says, “To-day we 
have passed the Lord’s holy day 
in which we have read your 
epistle.” The same historians 
mention that Melito of Sardis 
(170 A. D.) had written a trea- 
tise on the Lord’s' day. Think 
of this, a treatise on the Lord’s 
day 150 years before Constan- 
tine. Pliny in a letter to Trojan 
makes mention of the day on 
which the Christians met to 
worship. 

Justin Martyr describes how 
the Christians, of town and 
country gathered to-gether a- 
like on Sunday for instruction, 
prayer and charitable offerings, 
and distribution of wine (Apol. 
1:67.) and tells why, because it 
is the first day on which the 
Lord made the world and also 
the day in which Jesus Christ 
arose from the dead. Eusebius 
states (H. E. 3. 27.) that for a-

Jews insisted on clinging to the 
old Sabbath while the Gentiles 
kept the first day of the week. 


This Eusebius was born in the 
year 261. He is called the father 
of church history. He was well 
acquainted with many of the 
bishops of the Church of God

Hist., P. 113.) says 
they observe the old Sabbath 
and other Jewish discipline, 
while on the other hand they

In the Genera! Epistle of .Bar- 
nabas, the companion of Paul, 
we find Barnabas’ argument a- 
bout the Sabbath. He quotes 
Isa. 1:12-14. “Your new moons 
and your Sabbaths which ye 
keep are not acceptable to me.” 
But Barnabas adds, “But those 
which He made; when resting 
from all things, I shall begin the 
eighth day, that is the begin- 
ning of the other world, for 
which cause we observe the 
eighth day with gladness, in the 
which Jesus arose. from the 
dead; and having manifested 
Himself to His disciples ascend- 
ed into heaven. (Epistle 6f Bar- 
nabas ch. 2:8, and 13:9, 10.) 
The book of Barnabas has been 
looked on by many as being 
given by inspiration, for years 
it was read in the churches 
along with the Bible. Some of 
the professors at Oxford pro- 
nounced it genuine. But wheth- 
er inspired or not, we do know 
it is ancient. ‘ 

There are many more - Ante- 
Nicene historical statements 
that I could give, but I feel like 
we have given enough to con- 
firm the Scripture, that the 
first day of the week is the 
Christian Sabbath. Can we not 
see that Constantine did not 
change the day? The Sunday 
Sabbath was in full force before 
Constantine’s day.

Constantine’s mother was a 
true Christian woman, no doubt

He was a Christian and went to 
the throne at the age of 32 
years, at the death of his father. 
He gave out seven edicts but 
not one of them was to change 
the Sabbath, for the Sunday 
Sabbath had been in vogue for 
years, even from the resurrec- 
tion day. Reference was made 
of the Sabbath, only in one of 
his edicts and that was the last 
one, in that he said, Let all 
inhabitants of cities, 
and artificers rest on the vener- 
able Sabbath: He only makes 
mention of the day as a vemer- 
able day, or, in other words, a 
sacred holy day. He had been 
taught that it was so, perhaps, 
by his good old mother. He was 
just trying to keep the people 
from desecrating the day, . yet 
in this he gave the agriculturist 
the privilege of saving their

Later a short time after the 
Constantine 
writes a letter to the churches 
in which he says, “It is fit * * * 
we should perpetuate to all 
future ages the celebration of 
this rite in a more legitimate or- 
der, which we have kept from 
the first day of our Lord’s pas- 
sion to the present. (Council of 
Nice P. 52) Doubtless, having 
reference to the Sunday Sab- 
bath, but not instituting it by 
Constantine 
was a great man in his early 
rule.

I will quote a few verses from 
the fourth chapter of Hebrews 
which are the crowning Scrip- 
tures on this subject, that no 
one can turn down. I quote the 
Syriac as it makes it so very 
plain, and is recognized a pure 
rendering. “As he said of the 
Sabbath, God rested on the 
seventh day from all His works.

As above’ written, 
David said, “To-day if ye hear 
his voice, harden not your 
heart.” For if Joshua the son of 
Nun, had given them rest, he 
would not have spoken of AN- 
OTHER DAY. Therefore it is 
established that the people of 
God are to have a Sabbath.” 
Heb. 4:4-10. 


Looks like the above needs no 
explanation, however, I will 
state that Joshua couldn’t give 
them rest of which the Sab- 


bath was a type, this is 
why the writer mentioned 
the Sabbath in this narra- 
tive. A long’ time after- 


wards the true Joshua (Jesus) 
gave another day (Lord’s day) 
which stands out boldly and de- 
clares that men can now have 
the rest. The old Sabbath as a 
shadow passed away, but He 
said, “Itsis established ‘that the 
people of God ARE TO HAVE
